1. According to paper no. 1 1, filed on March 28, 2000, the applicants have amended claims 1, 8, 
16, 23 and 27. In a supplemental amendment ( paper no. 13 ) filed on June 12, 2000, the 
applicants have canceled claims 6, 7, 13-15 and 19-22 ; amended claims 2, 4, 9 and 12 and 
furthermore, have added new claims 32-37, 

2. Claims 1-5, 8-12, 16-18 and 23-37 are now pending in the application. 

EXAMINER^S AMENDMENT

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-5, 8-12, 16-18 and 23-37, renimibered as 1-28, are allowed since the applicants have 
amended claims to overcome indefiniteness rejections and furthermore, to limit the value of R 
group to a phenol containing group as agreed during an interview ( paper no. 14 ) on May 10, 
2000. Thus, rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph and objections due to hnproper 
Markush Group are now withdrawn.
